The Inspector of Public Works 
and his aides, who are now independent 
of the Olty Engineer, should be made «a 
division of the engineering department and 
should report to and receive instructions 
from the City Engineer. If this system had 
existed at the time the West Adamg tm- 
provement was bullt the bill of extras would 
have been only $60,000 and these due to
